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Note: The claims did not previously require a first and second coating material. Amending the claims to refer to the device has created 
new 112 issues. It unclear how applicant is referring to the device as a liquid chromatograph without claiming any structure indicative of 
a liquid chromatograph. If applicant desires to claim a liquid chromatograph which also comprises the previously claimed automated 
analyzer applicant should clearly and precisely claim elements which are indicative and justifies the choice to refer to the to the device as 
such. Furthermore, the device was previously referred to as an automated analyzer. The amended claims fail to add any additional 
structure to that of the analyzer previously claimed. Simply changing the preamble of the device does not change the structure of the 
device. Applicant may elect to refer to the device under any name; however, the structure will remain the same. As such, any device 
comprising the same elements but referred to as something other than a liquid chromatograph would also meet the limitaions of the 
claims. 
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
